HONORS AT GRADUATION 

The following students will be eligible for honors at graduation in 
May, 1982 upon completion of their degree requirements during Spring 
Semester. The over-all GPA at the end of the Fall semester of the 
academic year is used in determining honors. To be eligible, the 
student must have completed 48 letter-graded units at MSMC . The 
student's grade point average is calculated on the basis of grades 
earned at Mount St. Mary's College as well as grades transferred into 
the College at the time of matriculation.

THE HILLS ARE ALIVE WITH ASPERGILLUS! 

Asp ergillus fumigatus , that is, On a recent safari senior biology majors 
and energy researchers Karen Funk and Maria Flores, bagged several samples 
of soil fro^ the hilss surrounding MSMC. Laboratory tests have revealed 
that the hardiest creature present is a variety of the thermotolerant 
fungus - Aspergillus fumigatus . Tests in progress indicate that the 
organism can extract energy from the giant throw-away molecule, cellulose. 
Meanwhile, senior biochemistry major Janice Hasegawa has isolated a true 
thermophillic fungus from the grass in front of Mary Chapel. This lovely 
creature whose first delicate, white, lacelike growth is soon covered by 
a pink to cinnamon-brown cape of scores, prefers a warm climate (450C, 
113^) and also thrives on a diet of cellulose.
